is  given  to  the  calls  for  tender,  and  finally  to  open  the  tenders  and 
award  the  contracts.  Calls  for  tenders  are  to  be  advertised  in  the 
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“  Bulletin  Administratif  et  Commercial  ”  at  least  90  days  before  the 
date  of  opening  the  tenders,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  when 
15  days’  notice  will  suflSce.  The  results  of  the  tenders  are  to  be 
published  in  the  same  journal.

Commercial  Situation  in  Bulgaria. 

The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  8th  October  states  that,  whilst 
some  efforts  are  still  being  made  in  Servia  to  prolong  the 
moratorium,  people  have  resumed  paying  their  accounts  in  Bulgaria. 
The  Bulgarian  banking  community  assert  that  business  is  developing 
smoothly.  It  appears  that  most  of  the  bills  are  being  duly  met,  and 
only  a  small  proportion  are  being  renewed.  This  applies  to  the 
provinces  as  well  as  Sofia.  To  some  slight  extent  bills  have  been 
protested,  but  the  greater  portion  of  these  are  foreign,  on  which  the 
drawees  would  like  to  avoid  responsibility  for  the  accumulated 
interest.  It  is  thought  that  this  tolerably  satisfactory  state  of  things 
will  continue,  and  that  it  will  still  further  improve  when  exports 
begin  to  flow  out  of  the  country.

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BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

New  Zealand. — H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  New  Zealand  (Mr. 
W.  G.  Wickham)  writes  that  a  Dunedin  firm  has  called  his  attention 
to  the  fact  that  United  Kingdom  exporters  do  not  appear  to  pay 
suflficient  attention  to  the  New  Zealand  preferential  tarifif  in  the 
interest  of  their  clients.  In  very  many  instances  foreign  goods  have 
been  received  which  might  have  been  a  fraction  cheaper  in  the  United 
Kingdom  than  British  goods,  but  which  were  considerably  more 
expensive  to  the  New  Zealand  importer  owing  to  the  higher  rates  of 
duty  which  goods  not  of  British  produce  or  manufacture  have  to  pay.

TRANS-FRONTIER  TRADE  OF  BURMA  IN  1912-13. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has 
received  a  copy  of  an  oflBcial  report  on  the  trans-frontier  trade  of 
Burma  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1913,  from  which  the  following 
particulars  are  extracted : — 

The  total  value  of  the  trade  during  the  year  was  743  lakhs  of 
rupees,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  95  lakhs,  or  15  per 
cent.  The  value  of  the  imports,  including  treasure,  was  3,66,69,477 
rupees,  as  compared  with  3,26,43,556  rupees  in  191 1  -12,  and  of  exports 
3,75,95,794  rupees,  as  compared  with  3,21,37,359  rupees,  showing 
increases  of  12  and  17  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  following  table  shows  the  values  of  the  total  imports  and 
exports  (including  treasure)  into  and  from  Burma,  by  land,  during 
1912-13,  the  figures  for  1911-12  being  added  for  purposes  of

Western  China. — There  was  an  increase  in. trade  over  1911-12  of  66 
per  cent.,  due  to  the  return  of  confidence  following  the  restoration  of 
order  in  Yunnan.  The  chief  increases  in  exports  w’ere  Indian  yarn 
(18’42  lakhs)  and  European  piece  goods  (6*75  lakhs). 

Unadministered  Kachin  Country. — The  troubles  in  China  led  to  the 
closing  down  of  the  jade  mines,  and  this,  with  the  gradual  exhaus¬ 
tion  of  the  rubber  trees,  impaired  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
native.  The  result  was  a  decline  in  the  exports  of  cattle  from 
Burma. 
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N'orthern  Shan  States. — The  total  trade  of  these  States  amounted 
to  2797  lakhs  in  1912-13,  an  increase  of  47'5  lakhs  or  20  per  cent, 
over  the  previous  year.  Much  of  the  trade  registered  with  these 
States  is  a  transport  trade  with  Western  China,  and  the  large  expan¬ 
sion  of  trade  must  be  attributed  in  great  measure  to  the  changed 
conditions  in  that  country ;  the  increases  in  the  imports  of  hides 
(1’95  lakhs)  and  silver  (5*60  lakhs),  and  in  the  exports  of  Indian  yarn 
(6*10  lakhs),  were  the  most  notable  features.  In  the  States  them¬ 
selves,  expanding  cultivation  resulted  in  larger  imports  into  Burma 
of  sesamum,  oranges  and  potatoes,  while  imports  of  black  tea 
increased  in  value  %  11*5  lakhs,  in  consequence  of  enhanced  price. 
The  rice  harvest  of  1911-12,  however,  was  poor,  and  this  explains  a 
decrease  in  the  exports  of  European  yarn  and  piece  goods  in  1912-13. 

Southern  Shan  States. — As  in  the  Northern  States,  the  rice  harvest 
of  1911—12  was  small,  and  consequently  there  was  a  decrease  of  over 
10  lakhs  in  the  imports  of  silver  into  Burma  in  1912-13.  Exports  of 
European  piece  goods  rose  by  4*5  lakhs,  the  increase  being  probably 
due  to  the  growth  in  the  imports  of  cattle,  the  demand  for  which  is 
very  strong  in  Burma.  The  increase  in  the  exports  of  silver  probably 
represents  money  required  for  railway  construction  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Kalaw. 

Siam. — The  total  trade  of  Southern  Siam  decreased  by  5  per  cent., 
rinderpest  and  smallpox  along  the  frontier  hindering  the  expansion 
of  trade.  Imports  of  cattle  and  silver  declined,  but  trade  in  imported 
silk  piece  goods  (“  polein  ”)  continued  to  expand.  There  was  no 
appreciable  change  in  the  total  trade  of  Northern  Siam  ;  exports  of 
apparel,  yarn,  and  cotton  and  silk  piece  goods  decreased  in  value  by 

2  lakhs,  whilst  imports  of  tea  advanced  1^  lakhs  over  1911-12. 

Karenni. — An  increase  of  5  per  cent,  in  total  trade  is  due  to  the 

enhanced  value  of  timber.  The  value  of  the  imports  of  elephants  was 

3  lakhs  less  in  1911-12,  and  there  was  a  corresponding  decline  of 
2  lakhs  in  the  exports  of  silver. 


ELECTRICAL  ENTERPRISE  IN  GERMANY  IN  RELATION 
TO  PUBLIC  BODIES. 

The  follow'ing  information  is  from  a  report  by  H.M.  Commercial 
Attache  for  Germany  (Sir  F.  Oppenheimer)  on  the  supply  of  electricity 
in  that  country  by  the  chief  works  in  which  private  concerns  and 
public  bodies  are  jointly  interested,  which  will  shortly  be  issued : — 
The  works  for  the  supply  of  electricity,  like  those  for  the  supply  of 
gas  and  tramways,  were,  in  Germany,  at  first  purely  private  ventures. 
Though  owned  by  private  .companies  these  enterprises  partook  of  the 
character  of  monopolies — not  necessarily  legally  secured.  The  rights 
of  these  companies  rested  upon  concessions  which,  owing*  to  the 
inexperience  of  municipal  bodies,  tended  to  work  greatly  in  favour 
of  the  companies.  In  consequence,  there  followed  a  period  of 
reaction  in  favour  of  municipal  trading.  It  was  hoped  that  these 
quasi-monopolies  would  thus  be  converted  into  a  source  of  profit 
to  the  municipality,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  consumers 
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would,  at  the  same  time,  be  more  thoroughly  safeguarded  against 
the  high-handed  methods  sometimes  adopted  by  the  private 
companies. 

Within  recent  years,  however,  opinions  concerning  more  especially 
the  supply  of  electricity  have  undergone  further  changes ;  at  present 
the  tendency  is  all  in  favour  of  a  combined  system,  under  which  the 
enterprises  are  managed  by  a  private  company,  in  the  working  of 
which  the  interest  of  the  community  as  such  is  safeguarded  by  a 
participation  in  the  capital  and  in  the  management  of  the  company. 
'J’his  combined  system  has  found  favour  with  the  municipalities  and 
the  companies  alike. 

The  municipalities  admit  that  a  purely  public  enterprise  munici¬ 
pally  managed  has  been  found  too  inelastic  to  move  as  rapidly 
as  modern  circumstances  of  trade  and  industry  may  require  ; 
that  the  best  managers  cannot  be  secured  among  municipal 
officials  with  only  municipal  pay ;  that  the  town  councils  as 
controlling  bodies  show  a  lack  of  technical  understanding ;  that  the 
expected  profits  have  failed  to  realise  because  the  rate  of  charges  had 
to  be  unduly  lowered  in  deference  to  the  demands  of  the  people’s 
representatives,  or  because  wages  had  to  be  unduly  increased. 
The  profits  under  public  management  were  further  curtailed  by 
unavoidable  concessions  to  the  public  of  unprofitable  lines,  low  tariffs, 
a  certain  luxury  in  the  rolling-stock,  &c.  In  the  case  of  the  supply 
of  electric  power  more  especially,  a  great  freedom  in  negotiating 
contracts  with  important  consumers  has  proved  essential  ;  hard 
and  fast  tariffs  are  impracticable,  because  large  consumers,  whom  it  is 
essential  to  secure,  demand-an  individual  treatment  which  necessitates 
discretion. 

More  important  than  these  is  the  consideration  that  electrical 
works,  for  technical  and  economic  reasons,  must  aim  at  supplying  the 
largest  possible  area — for  thus  alone  can  electric  power  be  profitably 
supplied  at  low  rates — so  that  in  many  cases  a  stage  is  reached 
where  the  system  ought  to  be  extended  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  the  municipality.  Technically,  the  supply  of  such  vast  areas 
has  become  possible  only  within  a  comparatively  recent  period  ; 
nothing,  in  fact,  has  tended  more  thoroughly  to  undermine  the 
traditional  ideas  as  to  the  advantages  of  municipal  trading  so  far 
as  the  supply  of  electricity  is  concerned.  It  is  also  a  notorious  fact 
that  the  smaller  communities  prefer  entering  into  contracts  for  the 
supply  of  light,  power,  &c.  with  private  concerns  rather  than  with 
their  larger  neighbours,  of  whom  they  are  both  jealous  and  suspicious. 

Occasionally,  too,  cases  have  occurred  in  which  municipalities  have, 
for  financial  reasons,  favoured  an  enterprise  under  private  rather 
than  under  municipal  management ;  they  shirked  the  necessity  of 
increasing  their  debt  because  they  suspected  that  the  Central  Govern¬ 
ment  would  not  give  the  necessary  consent  to  increased  borrowing. 

Occasionally  too,  the  force  of  circumstances  has  led  communities  to 
consent  to  a  combined  private  enterprise ;  they  had  hesitated  too  long 
in  extending  the  area  of  their  own  works,  and  when  they  wished  to 
expand  they  found  that  private  companies  were  too  firmly  established 
outside  their  very  gates  to  abandon  the  field  on  reasonable  terms. 
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Private  companies  have  favoured  a  combined  working  for  a  variety 
of  reasons,  quite  apart  from  any  considerations  which  may  prompt 
(a)  firms  manufacturing  electro-technical  appliances,  or  (b)  mining 
concerns  with  the  necessary  supply  of  coal,  lignite  or  power,  to  take 
a  share  in  electrical  works. 

The  chief  inducement  for  private  concerns  to  work  electrical 
enterprises  with  a  municipality  as  a  partner  is  the  greater  facility 
then  aflbrded  of  financing  enterprises  of  the  necessaiy  modern 
dimensions.  Municipal  credit,  which  is  cheaper  than  private,  can 
help  them,  for  example,  in  the  following  different  ways  : — 

1.  The  municipalities  guarantee  the  loans  necessary  for  the  mixed 
works,  and  this  results  in  an  easier  issue  and  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 
Thus  a  large  share  of  the  necessary  capital  can  be  procured  by  way 
of  loans,  and  the  issued  share  capital  remains  low  and  yields  a 
higher  return. 

2.  The  municipalities  themselves  effect  the  loans  and  place  the 
capital  thus  procured  at  the  disposal  of  the  common  enterprise. 

3.  Municipalities  purchase  or  build  with  their  own  issues,  tramway 
lines,  small  gauge  lines,  &c.,  and  subsequently  leave  their  manage¬ 
ment  to  mixed  w'orks. 

4.  The  municipalities  reserve  the  right  to  take  over  a  part  of  the 
share  capital  of  the  mixed  works. 

Again,  it  is  notorious  that  many  advantages,  especially  from 
oflBcial  quarters,  can  be  more  easily  obtained  if  the  works  are  mixed 
rather  than  private — not  only  from  the  municipal  authorities  them¬ 
selves,  but  also  from  the  district  or  provincial  authorities,  e.y.,  in 
connection  with  the  use  of  roads,  thoroughfares,  &c. 

Force  of  circumstances  has  again  at  times  prompted  the  scheme 
of  mixed  concerns,  cases  in  which  the  combined  w'orking  is  the  result 
of  a  compromise.  Repeatedly  the  field  was  found  no  longer  free  for 
a  private  venture ;  there  were  municipal  works,  however  inefficient, 
already  in  existence  which  were  used  as  a  start.  Municipalities, 
moreover,  were  disinclined  to  give  up  the  use  of  their  streets  and 
thoroughfares  to  a  private  company  without  a  certain  municipal 
control  in  the  enterprise. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  OF  MANCHURIA.  • 

Possible  Effect  of  Reduced  Cnstoms  Duties  at  Antuug. 

In  connection  w’ith  the  recent  Agreement  between  Japan  and 
China  to  the  effect  that  a  reduction  of  one-third  of  the  usual  Customs 
duties  should  be  allowed  to  goods  imported  into  or  exported  from 
Manchuria,  from  or  through  Corea,  via  the  Antung  Railway  (see 
p.  755  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  25th  September  last),  the 
Acting  British  Consul  at  Dairen  (Mr.  W.  B.  Cunningham)  reports  that 
the  value  of  the  total  foreign  trade  of  Manchuria,  through  the  three 
ports  of  Dairen.  Newchw'ang  and  Antung,  amounted  to  £10,029,021 
in  1911,  and  £10,774,848  in  1912,  Japan’s  share  being  76*5  per  cent, 
and  73’4  per  cent.,  respectively.

The  figures  given  in  the  above  tables  are  only  approximate,  and 
must  be  taken  with  some  caution,  it  being  exceedingly  difficult  to 
obtain  reliable  figures  of  the  share  taken  by  any  one  country  in  the 
trade  of  Chinese  ports.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  Japanese 
goods  and  the  northern  ports,  which  are  largely  fed  from  Japan  or 
Shanghai,  because  in  many  cases  goods  originating  from  other 
countries  than  Japan  enter  Manchuria  from  Kobe,  after  transhipment 
there,  and  are  described  in  the  Customs  returns  as  coming  from 
Japan  unless  they  are  specially  declared  as  the  produce  of  another 
country.  For  example,  large  quantities  of  flour  from  the  United 
States  enter  Japan  via  Kobe  and  are  included  among  Japanese  im¬ 
ports,  whilst  bean  oil  is  largely  transhipped  in  Japan  for  the  United 
States  and  is  accordingly  classed  as  an  export  to  Japan.  Koughly 
speaking,  however,  it  may  be  said  that,  taking  the  average  of  the 
three  ports  of  Dairen,  Newchwang  and  Antung,  about  two-thirds  of 
the  foreign  import  trade  and  about  four-fifths  of  the  foreign  export 
trade  of  Manchuria  belong  to  Japan,  the  proportion  being  slightly 
lower  in  the  case  of  Newchwang. 

The  principal  articles  imported  into  Manchuria  from  Japan  are 
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cotton  yarn  and  piece  goods,  matches,  flour,  toilet  articles,  paper, 
sugar,  &c.  Cotton  piece  goods  are  by  far  the  most  important,  and 
account  for  about  three-eighths  of  the  total  imports  from  Japan. 

Beans,  bean  cake  and  bean  oil  are  the  staple  exports  from 
Manchuria  to  Japan.  The  quantities  exported  from  Antung  are 
insignificant  as  compared  with  the  quantities  exported  from  Dairen 
and  Newchwang,  and  it  is  hardly  likely  that  the  reduction  of  customs 
duties  at  Antung  will  result  in  any  great  diversion  of  the  traffic  in 
these  heavy  and  bulky  goods.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that 
enormous  quantities  of  beans  are  required  for  the  crushing  mills  at 
Dairen  and  Newchwang.  Should  the  foreign  trade  of  Dairen  and 
Newchwang  be  aflfected  to  any  great  extent  by  the  new  customs 
Agreement,  it  will  probably  be  in  cotton  goods,  which  are  of  high 
value  compared  with  their  bulk.  The  Japanese  textile  manufacturers 
have  already  succeeded  to  a  large  degree  in  obtaining  a  preponder¬ 
ating  share  in  Manchurian  trade,  and  as  the  Corean  route  forms  a 
natural  geographical  route  from  Japan  to  Manchuria,  the  Japanese 
articles  will  in  all  probability  gain  a  further  impetus  from  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  duties  at  Antung  as  compared  with  foreign  goods,  which  have 
hitherto  been  imported  chiefly  through  Dairen  and  Newchwang  via 
Shanghai. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  British  firms  might  find  it  advantageous 
to  make  use  of  the  port  of  Chinnampo,  but  the  lack  of  steamship 
communication  would  at  present  be  a  great  obstacle  to  this  course. 
The  Corean  route  forms  a  much  more  natural  channel  for  trade  from 
Japan  than  from  China,  and  though  goods  of  all  nationalities  are 
entitled  to  the  reduction  of  duty  it  is  obvious  that  Japanese  goods 
must  benefit  more  than  those  of  any  other  country. 

The  new  Agreement  has  only  been  in  force  a  few  months,  and  time 
and  experience  alone  can  show  to  what  extent  the  course  of  trade  will 
be  changed  to  the  benefit  of  Antung.  (C.  7,436.) 


PROPOSED  TARIFF  CHANGES  AND 
CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH  INDIA. 

The  “Gazette  of  India”  of  the  13th  September,  1913,  contains  the 
text  of  a  Bill  for  the  “  Destructive  Insects  and 
Pests  Act,  1913,”  which  was  introduced  in  the 
Council  of  the  Governor-General  of  India  on  the 
9th  September  last  with  a  view  to  preventing 
the  introduction  into  British  India  of  any  insect, 
fungus,  or  other  pest  which  is,  or  may  be, 
destructive  to  crops. 

The  Bill  proposes  to  empower  the  Governor-General  in  Council  to 
regulate  or  prohibit,  by  Notification  in  the  “  Gazette,”  the 
importation  of  articles  likely  to  cause  infection  to  crops. 

The  Notification  may  specify  any  article,  either  generally  or  in  a 
particular  manner,  whether  with  reference  to  the  country  of  origin  or 
the  route  by  which  imported  or  otherwise. 


Proposed 
Begulations 
to  Prevent 
Introduction  of 
Insect  or 
other  Pests. 
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It  is  pointed  out  in  the  “  Gazette  ”  that  action  under  the  Bill 
would  be  taken  in  respect  of  certain  crops  only,  and  would  assume 
various  forms  according  to  the  crop  or  the  class  of  infection 
concerned. 

In  some  cases,  for  instance,  importation  would  be  prohibited, 
except  at  certain  ports,  and  then  after  fumigation.  In  other  cases, 
importation  would  either  have  to  be  accompanied  by  certificates  of 
freedom  from  disease  or  would  only  be  allowed  under  a  licence  from 
the  Agricultural  Department. 


CHILE. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  pages  408-409  of  the  “  Board  of 
Trade  Journal”  for  the  14th  August,  respecting  a 
proposed  new  Valuation  Tariff  for  Chile,  the  Board 
of  Trade  are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign 
Office,  of  a  telegram  from  H.M.  Charg6  d’Affaires 
at  Santiago  reporting  that  he  has  been  informed 
that  the  proposed  Tariff  in  question  has  been 
abandoned ;  and  that,  even  if  the  proposed  new 
specific  Customs  Tariff  now  before  Congress  (see  the  notice  at  page  269 
of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  for  the  31st  July)  is  approved  this 
year  (which  is  improbable),  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  enforce  it 
next  year.  Consequently,  so  far  as  can  be  foreseen  at  present,  the 
existing  Customs  Tariff  will  remain  in  force  during  the  financial 
year  1914-15.  ^  (C,  8,179.)

through,  any  area  within  15  miles  of  any  place  where  foot  and 
mouth  disease  has  occurred  during  the  preceding  6  months.

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  copy  of  a  Notice  from  the  Office  of 
the  High  Commissioner  for  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  regarding  the  regulations  as  to  the  prepay¬ 
ment  of  duty  on  catalogues,  &c.  sent  by  post  from 
the  United  Kingdom  to  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 

,  It  is  stated  in  the  Notice  that  the  Government 
of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  have  notified,  in 
connection  with  the  tariff  of  Customs  duty  on 
advertising  matter,  including  catalogues,  price  lists,  almanacks, 
calendars,  labels,  posters  and  show  cards,  that  when  any  of  above- 
named  articles  are  sent  to  any  person  or  firm  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa  through  the  medium  of  the  post  office,  the  duty  payable 
thereon  may  be  prepaid  by  means  of  stamps  affixed  to  each  separate 
letter,  packet  or  parcel.  Stamps  of  various  denominations  may  be 
purchased  at  the  office  of  the  High  Commissioner  for  the  Union 
Government  of  South  Africa,  32,  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W. 

The  duty  on  the  articles  enumerated  above  is  2d.  per  lb.  or  25  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  whichever  shall  be  the  greater.  In  connection  with 
the  above,  senders  are  reminded  that  a  certain  differentiation  is  made 
between  catalogues  of  South  African  firms  posted  to  persons  or  firms 
in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  those  of  non-South  African  firms. 

A  South  African  firm  is  defined  as  a  firm  having  a  place  of 
business  in  South  Africa  at  which  stocks  are  held  for  sale. 

The  following  assessment  is  now  in  force  for  catalogues  of  non- 
South  Afiican  firms : —

The  same  scale  is  to  apply  to  catalogues  of  South  African  firms, 
except  that  Id.  be  charged  on  any  catalogue  weighing  under 
8  ounces. 

The  minimum  duty  payable  by  means  of  postage  stamps  is  Id. 

The  stamps  must  be  affixed  to  the  top  left-hand  corner  of  the 
packets. 

Under  the  Imperial  Post  Office  Regulations  packages  or  parcels  of 
over  5  lbs.  in  weight  must  be  sent  by  parcel  post,  in  regard  to  which 
there  are  special  regulations  dealing  with  the  question  of  Customs 
Declaration  of  contents  and  value. 

No  duty  can,  therefore,  be  prepaid  by  means  of  stamps  on  packages 
of  advertising  matter  over  5  lbs.  in  weight.

EAST  AFRICA  PROTECTORATE. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  pp.  180-1  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  28th  July,  1910, 
relating  to  the  sale  of  drugs  and  poisons  under 
Ordinance  No.  20  of  1909,  in  the  East  Africa 
Protectorate,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received 
a  copy  of  certain  Rules,  dated  11th  September, 
1913,  which  have  been  made  by  the  Governor  under 
the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Ordinance. 
In  these  Rules,  which  relate  to  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  for 
agricultural  or  horticultural  purposes,  it  is  stated  that  poisonous 
substances  shall  not  be  sold,  except  in  an  enclosed  vessel  or  receptacle 
as  received  from  the  manufacturer,  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name 
of  the  substance  and  the  w’ord  “  poison,”  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller,  and  with  a  notice  of  the  special  purpose  for  which  it 
has  been  prepared. 

Liquid  preparations  shall  be  sold  only  in  bottles,  tins,  drums,  or 
casks  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the  ordinary  risks  of  transit 
without  leakage.  Each  bottle,  tin,  drum  or  cask  must  have  the  word 
“  poisonous  ”  indelibly  printed,  marked  or  branded  in  easily  legible 
characters  in  a  conspicuous  position  apart  from  the  label,  and  the 
label  must  bear  the  word  “  poison.”  When  sold  in  bottles,  the  bottles 
shall  be  of  a  distinctive  character  so  as  to  be  easily  distinguishable 
by  touch  from  ordinary  bottles. 

The  expression  “  poisonous  substances,”  for  the  purposes  of  the 
above  rules,  means  poisonous  substances  to  be  used  exclusively  in 
agriculture  or  horticulture  for  the  destruction  of  insects,  fungi,  or 
bacteria,  or  as  sheep  dip  or  weed  killers,  which  are  poisonous  by 
reason  of  their  containing  arsenic,  tobacco,  or  alkaloids  of  tobacco.

LEEWARD  ISLANDS. 

With  reference  to  the  Notices  which  have  appeared  in  previous 
issues  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  regarding 
amended  regulations  governing  the  entry  of  goods 
under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  for  the 
Presidencies  of  Antigua  andSt.Christopher-Nevis,* 
the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received,  through 
the  Colonial  Office,  copy  of  a  Notice  drawing 
attention  to  an  Order-in-Council,  dated  26th  July,  1913,  which 
amends  Regulation  No.  5,  previously  in  force  in  each  of  the  Presi¬ 
dencies  of  the  Leeward  Islands  (except  Virgin  lslands)t  regarding 
the  attestation  of  certificates  of  origin  required  for  the  entry  of 
preferential  goods  into  those  Presidencies. 

The  amended  Regulation  reads  as  follows : — 

“  5. — Certificates  of  origin  for  goods  consigned  direct  from  the 
countiy  of  origin  or  manufacture  need  only  be  verified  by  the 
signature  of  the  exporter  or  his  duly  authorised  representative. 
Certificates  of  origin  for  goods  not  consigned  direct,  in  order  to 
be  valid,  must  be  attested  to  in  British  countries  before  a 
Collector  or  other  principal  Officer  of  Customs,  Notary  Public,  or 
other  official  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  and  in  othei’ 
countries  before  a  British  Consul,  and  such  attested  certificates 
must  bear  the  autograph  signature  of  the  authority  issuing  the 
same,  together  with  the  seal  of  office,  if  any. 

No  certificate  shall  be  valid  after  the  expiry  of  six  months 
from  the  date  of  issue.” 

The  forms  of  certificate  of  origin  prescribed  in  the  amended 
Regulations  are  identical  with  those  published  for  St.  Lucia  on 
pp.  636-7  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  1 1th  September  last. 


TRINIDAD  AND  TOBAGO. 

With  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  pp.  675-7  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  the  19th  June  last 
giving  the  regulations  governing  the  entry  of 
goods  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff  in 
Trinidad  and  Tobago,  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
now  received,  through  the  Colonial  Office,  copy 
of  a  Government  Notice  (No.  232  of  1913),  dated 
16th  August,  amending  the  regulation  regarding  the  attestation  of 
the  certificates  of  origin  required  for  the  entry  of  preferential  goods 
into  the  Colony. 

The  regulations  and  forms  of  certificates  of  origin,  as  amended,  are 
identical  with  those  noted  above  for  the  Leeward  Islands.

Sewing  machine  stands. — Stands  for  “drop  head”  sewing  machines 
Versenhmobelnahmaschinen)  with  iron  substructure,  even  if  provided 
with  adjustable  wooden  table  plate,  and  furnished  with  wooden 
drawers  on  one  or  both  sides,  are  not  excluded  from  tariff  classification 
as  sewing  machine  stands  under  Tariff  No.  897  (duty :  5  marks  per 
100  kilogs).

such  ;  but  are  dutiable  as  furniture  of  wood. 

Sewing  machine  stand  name-plates  (FirmeTischildei)  are  dutiable 
separately,  according  to  kind,  even  if  they  are  imported  together  with 
the  stands  in  one  and  the  same  consignment. 

Cotton  tissues  destined  for  covering  mattresses  are  not  to  be  classed  as 
upholstery  tissues  (Tariff  No.  445).  The  same  rule  holds  with  respect 
to  cotton  tissues  destined  for  the  manufacture  of  corsets,  of  kinds  which, 
within  certain  limits,  may  be  used  for  upholstery  and  are  probably  so 
used  in  isolated  cases.  Such  tissues  are  dutiable  under  Tariff 
No.  457. 

The  Hamburg  Customs  Department  has  decided  that  iron  casks  in 
which  spirit  of  sal-ammoniac  {SaLmiakgeist),  provided  for  in  Tariff

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At  the  same  time,  the  Proclamation  prescribes  the  Excise  beer 
regulations  in  force  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  be  applicable  to 
the  other  Provinces  of  the  Union. 

The  same  issue  of  the  “  Gazette  ”  also  contains  a  Government  Notice 
(No.  1,406  of  1913),  dated  10th  September,  laying  down  certain 
additional  regulations  in  connection  with  beer  made  in  the  Provinces 
of  Natal,  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  Free  State.

recommendations  to  further  a  settlement  of  the  Murray  River 
improvement  question  (see  p.  640  of  the  “Board  of  Trade  fTournal  ” 
of  11th  September  and  previous  notices). 

The  Conference  came  to  the  conclusion  that  regulation  of  the 
Murray  River  by  storing  the  surplus  waters  during  the  wet  season  is 
necessary  before  any  of  the  States  can  proceed  with  further 
development  of  irrigation  schemes.  In  addition  to  the  Burrinjuck 
Storage  now  being  constructed  by  New  South  Wales  and  to  the 
further  storages  proposed  to  be  constructed  on  the  Goulburn  river  by 
Victoria,  the  Conference  suggests  that  the  works  which  would  prove 
most  advantageous  are  a  storage  of  about  1,000,000  acre  feet 
capacity  on  the  Upper  Murray  and  the  conversion  of  Lake  Victoria 
into  a  storage  basin.  The  construction  of  movable  weirs  and  locks 
for  navigation  on  the  Murray,  Darling,  and  Murrumbidgee  rivers, 
it  is  stated,  could  be  carried  out  without  affecting  the  volume  of  water 
capable  of  being  used  for  other  purposes.

Journal  ”  of  1 1th  September  relative  to  an  attempt 
which  was  being  made  by  a  Russo-Norwegian 
company,  the  “  Siberian  Shipping,  Manufacturing 
and  Trying  Company,”  to  open  up  trade  with 
Siberia  vid  the  Yenesei  River,  H.M.  Minister  at 
Christiania  reports  that  the  vessel  returned  to 
Tromso  on  20th  September,  ten  days  after  leaving  the  mouth  of  the 
Yenesei.  The  local  press  reports  that  the  managing  director  of  the 
company  is  very  well  satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  trip.  He  brought 
back  1,600  tons  of  Siberian  and  Mongolian  goods  which  had  been 
brought  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Yenesei  in  lighters,  and  he  believes 
there  will  be  comparatively  little  diflficulty  in  establishing  this 
trade  route  between  the  north  of  Norway  and  the  Yenesei  with  the 
aid  of  specially-built  vessels  and  with  storing  places  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Yenesei  and  on  Nova  Zembla.  The  Russian  Government  is  said  to 
have  given  the  enterprise  every  assistance.  (C.  8,031.)

A  rise  in  prices 
was  therefore  out  of  the  question.  As  merchants  have  plenty  of 
material  in  stock,  no  great  improvement  in  business  can  be  expected 
this  year,  and  this  is  emphasised  by  the  fact  that  the  wholesale  trade 
is  concluding  no  conteacts  for  long  deliveries.  This  means  that  prices 
will  probably  fall  still  further.  The  export  trade  is  also  flat  and 
the  prospects  for  the  future  are  not  very  encouraging.  (X.  5,026.)

September  published  the  following  revised  and 
final  details  respecting  the  output  of  sugar  for  the  1913-14  season  : — 
The  quantity  of  sugar  required  for  the  Russian  market  during  the 
1913-14  season  is  fixed  at  85,000,000  pouds  (1,367,600  tons) ;  the 
“  inviolable  reserve  ”  is  fixed  at  8,000,000  pouds  (128,600  tons) ;  and 
the  general  normal  output  is  fixed  at  105,000,000  pouds  (1,687,500 
tons). 

The  price  for  white  crystallised  sugar  in  the  Kiev  region  (by  which

RUSSIA  (TURKESTAN  AND  TRANS-CAUCASIA). 

H.M.  Embassy  at  St.  Petersburg  reports  that,  according  to  the  “  Torgovo 
_  .  _  Promyshlennaya  Gazeta  ”  (St.  Petersburg)  of 

®  ^  13th/26th  September,  this  year’s  extreme  heat 

acted  favourably  on  the  cotton  fields  in  Russian 
Turkestan,  but  caused  a  shortage  of  water  in  the  autumn,  though 
complaints  in  this  respect  have  been  less  than  in  previous  years. 
Plantations  suffered  less  this  year  from  pests  and  disease,  but  the 
omission  to  apply  fertilisers  has  had  a  detrimental  effect.  At  the 
commencement  of  September  (old  style)  the  cotton  harvest  in 
Turkestan  was  considered  good  in  general  and  mostly  above  the 
yield  of  late  years.  Harvesting  will  take  place  about  the  usual  time 
in  most  districts,  but  will  be  earlier  than  usual  in  Samarkand  and 
about  a  fortnight  late  in  Fergana ;  no  difficulty  is  anticipated  with 
regard  to  labour. 

A  better  crop  than  last  year’s  is  expected  in  Fergana  generally. 
In  Samarkand  the  harvest  is  expected  to  be  from  3  to  5  per  cent, 
better  than  last  year  and  even  10  per  cent,  better  in  places.  In 
Syr  Daria  and  Trans-Caspia  the  yield  is  expected  to  equal  that  of  last 
year,  though  in  the  first-named  the  crop  has  suffered  from  a  dearth 
of  water.  Owing  to'  bad  weather  conditions  during  the  summer  the 
crop  in  Bokhara  will  probably  be  smaller  than  last  year.  In 
Trans-Cancasia  the  cotton  crop  is  satisfactory,  and  in  general  not 
below  that  of  1912. 

As  in  past  years  the  cotton  cultivated  in  Turkestan  has  in  most 
districts  been  chiefly,  in  some  cases  entirely,  from  American  seed. 
Native  cotton  for  local  use  is  grown  in  parts  of  Fergana.  In 
Bokhara  and  Syr  Daria,  native  seed  is  much  used ;  in  some  districts 
it  amounts  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  area  sowa  (C.  8,025.)

MISCELLANEOUS. 

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Labour  Gazette  ”  for 
T  L  nr  V  ♦  October*,  based  on  5,933  statistical  returns,  viz., 
.  ®  3,173  returns  from  trade  unions  (relating  to 

m  ep  m  er.  942,559  members),  and  2,760  returns  from 
employers  (relating  to  1,269,448  workpeople),  employment  in 
September,  though  still  good  on  the  whole,  showed  a  decline  in  the 
pig-iron,  iron  and  steel,  shipbuilding,  engineering,  boot  and  shoe, 
building,  brick  and  glass  trades.  On  the  other  hand,  there  was  an 
improvement  in  the  tinplate,  printing  and  pottery  trades.  The 
textile  and  coal  mining  trades  showed  little  change. 

In  the  trade  unions,  with  a  net  membership  of  942,559,  making 
returns,  21,801  (or  2*3  per  cent.)  of  their  members  were  returned  as 
unemployed  at  the  end  of  September,  1913,  compared  with  2*0  per 
cent,  at  the  end  of  August,  1913,  and  2’1  per  cent,  at  the  end  of 
September,  1912.  The  upward  movement  in  wages  continued. 

It  is  reported  by  the  Labour  Exchanges  that  there  was  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  demand  for  workmen  in  the  shipbuilding  trades,  and  in 
the  engineering  and  building  trades  in  some  districts.  A  deficiency 
in  the  supply  of  women  was  reported  in  the  cotton,  linen,  jute,  woollen 
and  clothing  trades,  and  in  laundry  work. 

Compared  with  a  year  ago,  employment  was  not  quite  so  good  in 
the  engineering,  shipbuilding  and  boot  and  shoe  trades,  and  there 
was  a  marked  falling-off  in  the  pig-iron,  iron  and  steel,  tinplate, 
worsted  and  glass  trades.  The  printing,  woodworking  and  pottery 
trades  showed  some  improvement.

GERMAN  SOUTH-WEST  AFRICA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Liideritzbucht  (Mr.  E.  Muller)  reports  that,  according 
to  the  local  press,  the  total  value  of  the  imports 
Trade  in  1912.  into  German  South-West  Africa  in  1912  amounted 
to  32,498,899  marks,  as  compared  w’ith  45,301,955 
marks  in  1911,  and  the  exports  to  39,053,340  marks,  as  against 
28,573,244  marks  in  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  in  the 
imports  in  1912  is  general,  owing  chiefly  to  the  cessation  of  railway 
construction.  Increases  in  the  output  of  diamonds  and  copper  of 
7,379,932  marks  and  2,864,705  marks,  respectively,  are  mainly 
responsible  for  the  increased  value  of  the  exports  during  1912.

Attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  two  volumes  'of  the  “  Annual 
Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign  Countries 
and  British  Possessions  ”  for  the  year  1912  have  been  issued,  and  may  be 
purchased*  at  a  cost  of  6s.  6d.  for  the  first  volume  and  4s.  Id.  for  the  second. 
This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaustive  infor¬ 
mation  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  190^1912,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  transhipments  and 
articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with 
each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  will  contain  a 
classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  “Annual 
Statement  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

This  volume  is  the  twentieth  of  a  series  of  Annual  Reports  pre¬ 
sented  to  Parliament,  dealing  with  the  changes  in  rates  of  wages  and 
hours  of  labour  of  workpeople  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  a  full 
week’s  work,  -exclusive  of  overtime. 

The  number  of  changes  in  rates  of  wages  in  1912,  and  the  number 
of  workpeople  affected  thereby,  were  far  in  excess  of  the  highest 
previously  recorded  by  the  Department,  although  the  amount  of  the 
change  per  week  was  exceeded  in  1900  and  in  1907.  The  changes 
were,  with  three  insignificant  exceptions,  all  increases.  This  upward 
movement  in  wages  w'as  common  to  all  groups  of  trades,  but  was 
especially  marked  in  the  building  trades,  in  the  textile  trades,  and  in 
mining  and  quarrying.  In  the  case  of  the  transport  trades,  w'hile  the 
increases  recorded  were  much  above  the  average,  they  did  not  reach 
the  exceptional  figures  of  1911.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &o. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  Ist  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  including  the  supply 
of  the  ‘‘Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  OflBcers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  ^e  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

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NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.  PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Deciflioiu  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable ; — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contrihutioiu  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1378.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  of 
parts  of  perambulators,  mail  carts,  folding  cars  and  other  baby 
carriages,  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Ironwork,  such  as  handle-levers,  under-carriages,  hood-irons  ; 

(2)  Bodies,  whether  of  wicker,  wood  or  other  material ; 

(3)  Hoods,  aprons  and  cushions  ; 

(4)  In  stove  enamelling  parts. 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1379.  Workmen  (other  than  toolmakers  and  toolsetters)  engaged 
wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  of  stamp-affixing  machines  for 
hand  use.  (Application  270.) 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
